. man .whose address was iii the note, 
along v/ith other instructions to be tot 
lowed out by tho brother who might br 
in condition to do it. You can see how 
childish and almost impossible it was,

chain and note of identification.attached 
to the bit of lead that, some .day-might 
bear on its wings the'message of death.''

"I was corporal of the, guard that 


night, and by 6 o'clock there was only 
an occasional shot, as if each side was 
quitting reluctantly and by inches. 1 
am not positive, but it seems to^mo that 
I heard the last two shots before still-. 
ness settled over all. What tho details 
of the romance, or the tragedy, or what- 
ever yon want to call it, are I don't 
know. I know, though, that during tho 
night we had re-enforcements, and when 
wo; began to cautiously peep around, as 
soon as the day began to.breat,' we dis- 
covkred that tho enemy had by some 
hook or crook takea-aJarm and departed 
in the night, leaving their dead on tho 
field, and;'among them, when we seul 
out oui- burying -party, we found one oi 
those boys with a bullet through 'his 
lung- and another, bearing a chain and a 
note, buried in his brain.

Boynton and several other Glendale 
farmers, in favor of the latter. 


It will be remembered that under an 


act of Congress relating to the sale of 
the Sioux reservation, the Indians were 
reimbursed in land' scrip, and one 
Charles Muzzer was entitled to a cer- 
tificate for 480 acres. Mnzzer did not 
receive bis certificate, and years after- 
wards, an Indian claiming to be Mnzzer 
appeared before the commissioner and 
demanded his claim. Upon advancing 
what was believed to be adequate iden- 
tification, his demand was complied 
with, and he took up land in Washoe 
county, which he subsequently sold. 


The genuine Charles 
Muzzer ap- 


peared a short time ago and applied at 
Washington for his rights, and proved 
the fraudulent .transaction of years ago. 
A suit followed againgt the settlers, in 
which the Government was plaintiff, to 
disposess them of°-the iand of which" 
they were innocent purchasers and 
which had been improved to the extent 
of thousands of dollars. . 
"Judge Hawley justly decided in favor 
of the defendants, and this removes' 
any farther question regarding their 
title to land that they had owned and 
lived npon for a quarter of a cen- 
tury.

Professor W. MeN. Miller of the Uni- 


versity presented a bill to the Board of 
Commissioners for disinfecting 
the 


rooms at the Clarendon Hotel occupied 
by Mrs. Hartley at the time of the 
sickness and subsequent death, of her 
child. The Professor no doubt was 
authorized by some one to do the work, 
but -whoever engaged him did so with- 
out authority of law. The Board of 
Health is empowered to act in oases of 
contagious diseases or epidemics and 
to force owners of property to disinfect 
and use proper precautions for the 
prevention of the spread of disease 
where danger presents itself, arid if the 
exigencies "of the ease demands, or in 
the case of extreme poverty, a reason- 
able amount of money perhaps could 
be expended, but'there is no part of 
the luw that coald be construed into 
providing an expenditure of public 
funds for the purpose of disinfecting 
the rooms or bedding of a house kept 
as a public stopping place. 


Professor MeN. Miller's bill in'de- 


tail is as follows, and by a careful 
reading of the items will doubtless 
cause a majority o^ the taxpayers to 
suiile when they consider them with 
Commissioner Beck's repeated pub- 
lished criticisms on the actions of 
former Boards and his frequent howl 
of " boodle and lavish expenditure of 
public funds."

THE FIRST DIRECTORY. 


Some Quaint Olden Tims New York Busi-

"fiddler, etc.;" Henry H. Kip, .35,King 
street, ."inspector of pot and pearl 
ashes;" John Ritchie,, 7 Garden street, 
"starch and'hair powder maker;" Sam- 
uel B. Webb, 29 Lower Dock • street, 
"gentleman."
